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NARROWLY ESCAPE 


INJURY IN BLAZE 


Amercian Legion Forced to Postpone 


Firework* Display Following Damag- 
ing Blaze—Loss Will Be More Than 
$5,000—Three Men Narrowly Escape 
Injury—Horse Barn Destroyed and 
Second Building Damaged. 


Explosion early Thursday afternoon of bombs being 


filled to be used at the American Legion's "Siege of 1918" 
war spectacle at the state fair grounds Friday night started 
a blaze which destroyed the frame horse barn at the north- 
west end of the race track where the explosives were stored. 
Total damage amounted to $5,000. 


Hundreds of people, attracted to 


the fairgrounds by the series of 
deafening explosions, watched the 1 
flames burn one horse barn, dam- 
age another, and destroy a small 
coupe parked in front of the bams. 


No one was injured but three 
men narrowly escaped. 
J: W. Patterson, employe of the 


George C. Milam Co, and Verne 
Newcomb. American Legion official, 
were also in the barn. Patterson 
was filling the bombs but could 
not explain how the blaze started 
or 
what caused the 
explosion. 


When the explosion, occurred and 
the dry timber of the interior of 
the 'barn ignited 
quickly, they 


fought 
their 
way through 
the 
flames, and out of the south en- 
tranceGettman's Hair Sing-ed. 


P. M. Gettman. 2146 St. Mary's 


avenue, who was in the barn mak- 
ing estimates for the installation of 
a loud speaker system -for—ti» 
"Siege of 1918," crawled out the 
north entrance to safety. Mr. Gett- 
man's coupe in front of the barn 
was burned and his hair was some- 
what singed. 
The sets erected for the "Siege 


of 1918" were not damaged. All ex- 
plosives and 
firev/orks for 
the 


pageant were destroyed. 
Within a minute after the ex- 
plosion the flames soared upward 
thirty or forty feet and billows of 
smoke covered the west end of the 
fairgrounds attracting many to the 
blaze.

C. L. Clark 
said after a short conference with 
Secretary George Jackson of the 
state fair board.

Fireworks and explosives, the only 


things of value in the destroyed 
horse barn, were worth S4.000, ac- 
cordine to legion officials. 
Georee Jackson, secre^arv of the 


state fair board, valued the barn at 
$1,000.- The loss of the 
car will 


brinK the total damage to consider- 
ably" more than $5,000. 
"The explosives would not have 


been stored in the barn if I had 
known about it." Mr. Jackson said.

Horses Lead Away. 


The barn next to the one which 
was razed by the flames was empty 
and was damaged but slightly. At 
first when it was feared the fire 
might sweet across the several 
horse barns along'the north side of 
the track, thoroughbred race horses 
kept in the third barn were led to 
safety. Later after firemen had ex- 
tinguished the names the horses 
were returned.

structures to prevent flying sparks 
and embers from i-niting them.

Governor Claims Plot 


Uncovered to Remove 


Banking Records. 


FIGHT CENTERS ON 


RECEIVERSHIPS 


Executive Says Proposal 


Made to Get Assets in 


Hands Individuals. 


Uncovering of an alleged "plot" 


to remove surreptitiously from the 
capitol all records and assets of 
failed banks in the possession of 
the receivership division for the 
banking department, and to place 
the receiverships themselves in the 
hands of individuals and out of the 
control of the state government, 
has caused Governor Bryan to dis- 
miss I. D. Beynon as assistant 
counsel for the banking adminis- 
tration. 


Mr. Bryan gave out the following 
information Thursday morning dur- 
ing his conference with newspaper 
men: 
^ 1. That a proposal was made to 
C. G. Stoll, chief of the bank re- 
ceivership division, to have the 
records pertaining to failed banks 
and such paper assets as are held 
by the division in its office 
re- 


moved at night without the knowl- 
edge cf the governor or his 
ap- 


pointed departmental agents. 


2. That Stoll declined to fall in 
with this plan, sponsored by Bey- 
non and supposed to have the 
backing of Clarence G. Bliss, for- 
mer state commerce secretary and 
still nominal receiver for most of 
the suspended banks. 


Claims Got Court Order. 
3. That Beyncn sought to have 
himself'"appointed as "counsel "for 
all bank receiverships and actually 
procured an order to that effect 
from Judge Louis Lightner in the 
sixth judicial district, without the 
knowledge or approval of Governor 
Bryan or' his agent in charge of 
the banking department, 
E. H. 
Luikart. 


4. That Judge Lightner after- 


ward communicated to the governor 
what had been done, and upon be- 
ing advised by Bryan that the pro-

again eetends the deadline. Not 
more than half a dozen claims from 
Lincoln residents are believed .to be 
on file with the bureau, and some 
of those may be paid without resort 
to trial. 


Mrs. Frances White, a resident 


of Lincoln, is the widow of James 
D. White, who died on October 20, 
1924. due to tuberculosis and other 
diseases which his wife claims were 
contracted while in the marine 
corps during the war. White en-

BED CLOUD, July 2—Two smart- 


ly dressed young bandits entered 
the Webster County bank at 
9:40 
o'clock Thursday morning, com- 
manded two women employes and 
a customer to lie down on the floor, 
looted the vault of $4,000 in cur- 
rency, locked the women and cus- 
tomer in the vault, and fled scutn 
from town in a new car driven by 
a third man who remained outside 
during the holdup. 
Conflicting descriptions of tne 


bandit car and of the bandits them- 
selves handicapped officers in their 
early pursuit of the robbers. 
Au- 
thorities in nearby county seats 
were notified of the stickup at once. 
Sheriff Crowell of Webster county 
was taken up in an airplane which 
flew low over all roads around Red 
Cloud in an effort to locate the 
fleeing holdup men. 
Retta McDowell, 30, and Alene 


Hamilton, 24, bank clerks, and Noah 
Wagner, 77, a customer, were pris- 
oners in the vault for more than a 
half hour before Cashier S R. Flor- 
ance arrived and released them, giv- 
ing the bandits 30 minutes to make 
good their getaway. 
First reports that a woman rather 


than a man waited for the two men 
roboing the bank were later dis- 
counted. Few people remembered 
seeing the car and descriptions of it 
varied following the holdup.

In connection with the Post- 


Gatty flight Gen. William Mitch- 
ell, head of our fliers during the 
big war, reminds you how near 
Eussia is to us.

Behring 
Strait, 52 miles wide, is a bridge 
between Asia and America. Two 
islands in the middle, called the

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Supreme Court Upholds Tax Foreclosure Law; Bank Assets May Be Pledged For Public Deposits 


OWNER REQUIRED 
PAY ALL TAXES 


High Court Holds State 


Foreclosure Law 


To Be Valid. 


Banks May Pledge Part 


Of Assets Secure 
Public Deposits. 


Constitutionality 
of 
Nebraska's 


Statutes permitting tax foreclosure 
against real estate upon which taxes 
have not been paid was upheld by 
\the state Supreme court Thursday 
j morning in an opinion on a test 
case from Douglas county. 


The Commercial Savings &; Loan 


association and John McKierman, 
owners of an Omaha property, had 
originally brought suit to prevent 
Douglas county officials aad the 
Pyramid Realty Co., purported pur- 
i naser at the foreclosure sale, from 
taking over the property. The for- 
mer owenrs had offered the amount 
of the bid plus interest which had 
been rejected. 
The Supreme court held that such 


an offer was inadequate and that 
the former owners could redeem 
only by >->aying the full amount of 
the back taxes when seeking to re- 
dsem after anjther party had pur- 
chased the property at a foreclosure 
rale. 
In the opinion written by Justice 


. >ayard H. Paine, distinction is made 
between the ordmary processes of 
redeeming a property upon which a 
tax certificate has been issued and 
the process involved when the coun- 
ty exercises its right to foreclose its 
tax lien, sell the property for what 
it can get and start out anew. 


Law Constitutional. 


Several -ontroverted points which 


nad arisen in the test case were also 
settled in the opinion. It held that 
-he substituting of an entire new 
ace, complete in itself, by amend- 
ment, when the contents are ger- 


5 mane to the original act is noj; s 
< violation of the state 
constitution 


tvhich requires that the new act set 
out the sections amended. 
It held also that provision for a 


two year period reserved to the 
owner and persons interested in 
redemptions from sales of land for 
taxes is satisfied by an elapse of two 
years after sale before tax deed is- 
sue or by a stay of two years after a 
judicial sale in foreclosure of tax 
lien before confirmation and issu- 
ance of the sheriff's deed. 
Personal notice required in sale of 
land for taxes, although it applies in 
all cases where a tax deed is sought, 
is not reauired in sales under tax 
foreclosure's, the high court held. 
Although the 'est case had come 


up without evidence, parties stand- 
ing on District court rulings on de- 
murrers, the high court had exten- 
sive briefs belpre it showing the im- 
portance of the case. 


Effect Far Reaching:. 


County Attorney Beal of Douglas 


Bounty pointed out in his brief that 
139 similar cases, involving more 
than 7,000 separate -larcels of land, 
have been carried through by this 
toethod of foreclosure in the last 
tour years and that suits involving 
600 parcels are now pending. More 
than $400,000 in delinquent taxes 
has already been collected, he said, 
and more than a million dollars of 
Douglas county real estate would be 
affected by the decision in the case. 
The trial court had sustained the 
demurrer of Douglas county officers 
to the suit but had overruled the 
demurrer of the purchaser, the Pyra- 
mid r^ty Co. The Supreme court 
upheld the sustaining of the first 
demurrer but held that the second 
one should also have been sustained. 


May Pledge Assets. 


In a. case involving receivership of 


Hie failed Bank of Ashton, the Su- 
preme court held that it is not con- 
trary to public policy in Nebraska for 
a state bank, designated as a de- 
pository of county funds, to pledge 
sufficient of its assets to reasonably 
secure repayment of county deposits 
in the bank. 
Clarence G. Bliss, receiver of the 


bank, had brought action in the

ana 


others., -who had signed as surety a 
county depository bond for the Bank 
of Ashton, charginK conversion of 
certain bonds, which was denied by 
the defendants. 
The trial 
court 
lound for the defendants and its 
judgment was upheld by the Su- 
preme court. 
The court in its opinion made it 


clear that it was not deciding that 
a state bank could pledge its assets 
lor the securing of any 
deposit 


other than of oublic funds.

NINE MILLIONS 


Thousands of Men and 


Women Employed in 


Nebraska. 


Most of Income is For 


Rental of Rooms to 


Transients. 


WASHINGTON, July 2—Nebraska 


hotels having twenty-five or more 
guest .-Dins t:jk in receipts totaling I 
about $9,000,000 in 1929, figures of 
a 1930 census made public today by 
the department of commerce indi- 
cate. 
The returns are based on reports 


from 207 hotels which operate the 
full year, employing an average 
number of 2,829 full time employes, 
receiving a total of $2,126,000 in 
salaries and wages during the year, 
and on reports from two resort 
hotels which operate three to six 
months of the year. 


Reports were not received from 


seven other hotels, each of which 
has less than 100 guest rooms and 
apartment houses. Boarding houses, 
clubs, Y. M. C. A.s and Y. W. C. 
A's were omitted from the can- 
vass. 


Most of the reporting hotels are 


individual or partnership owned, 
187 belonging in this class as com- 
pared 
with 
twenty 
corporation 


owned hotels. The number of pro- 
prietors owning a whole or partner- 
ship interest in Nebraska hotels in 
1929 was 265. Men hotel owners out- 
numbered women 187 to 78. 


Mostly European Plan. 


The great majority of Nebraska 


hotels operate on the 
European 


plan, 177 making separate charges 
for rooms and meals Or confining 
their operations to room rentals. 
Seventeen hotels are American plan, 
having a fixed combined rate for 
room and meals, and thirteen are 
mixed plan hotels, running on both 
American and European schedules. 


European plan hotels also report- 


ed the greatest share in revenues 
with a total income of $7,383,000 for 
1925. Room rent was the biggest 
item on the books, being $4,218,000 
as compared with $2,424,000 paid for 
meals and $741,000 income from 
miscellaneous 
sources. 
American 


plan hotels reported receipts total- 
ing 808,000 for the year, while the 
revenues paid to mixed American 
and European plan hotels in Ne- 
braska was $260,000. 


Transients comprised 75 per cent 


or more of the patronage of ninety 
Nebraska hotels, while fifteen re- 
ported permanent guests in the 
same percentage of majority, and 
102 hotels had a mixed patronage 
of transient and permanent guests. 


All the hotels in the state taken 


together had-13,032 guest rooms and 
seating capacity in dining rooms for 
8.586 persons. This figure does not 
include restaurants not in hotels, 
data for which was collected in a 
separate report. 


More Women Employes. 


Women outnumbered men hotel 


employes by a slight margin, 1,454 
women having hotel jobs as com- 
pared to 1,375 men working in 
hotels. 
Almost half of the 2.829 


total of men and women employes 
were engaged in preparing or serv- 
ing meals, 529 women and 479 men 
working in dining rooms, lunch 
rooms or kitchens. They were paid 
salaries 
totaling 
$758,000 
during 


1929. 


The total of employes working at 


all other hotel jobs was 1,821 men 
and women, who received wages 
amounting to $1,368,000 for the 
year. This was divided between 925 
women and 896 men.

SPEAKS 


AT WAYNE JUBILEEDeclaring that too great honorcannot be paid Nebraska's pioneersAttorney General C. A. Sorensendelivered an address on "Our Debtto the Pioneers" at Wayne'Thurs-day morning on the occasion of itsgolden jubilee celebration and dedi-cation of a monument to pioneers."We can more truly honor Ne-braska pioneers if we will apply topresent day problems that sametireless energy and indomintablespirit with which the pioneers con- 
quered the soil and built the civil-ization we see about us."Recalling that he himself wasborn in a sod house in Bannercounty, that he had seen his fatherplow with oxen, that as a bare-footed lad he had traveled severalhundred miles in a covered wagon,that he knew by personal experi-ence the meaning of drouth, cinchbugs, and hail storms, and thatmany times he had gathered corn-stalks to burnin a little cook-stovein the family's kitchen-dining room,the attorney general said he feltentitled to the designation of "Ne-braska pioneer.""For Nebraska," he said. "I havea deep affection. Its history is apart of my soul. Its soil is not justso much dirt. To me there is some-thing sacred abiut it: for out of itI was created and to it I shall 
some day return to sleep the long, 
long sleep of eternity."Respect for pur parents does notdepend on thei rwealth or accom-plishments. So with our state. Wemay boast of its riches and wondersbut our love for it does not go upand down according to the crop re-ports. Our attachment to Nebraskais because it is our homeland." 


Will Be Raised IniFall For ReliefActivities.No time has been lost in carry-ing out the plan of the president'semergency committee for employ-ment to mobilize the country's pub-lic and private resources for con-certed action next fall and winterin meeting the many complex socialproblems created by the economicdepression, according to the reportsreceived by Pres. R. E. Campbell ofthe Lincoln community chest, -whichorganization will be a part of thisnation - wide effort to raise funds 
this fall.The following report was receivedby Pres. R. E. Campbell as to thefurther developments of the plan:Four fundamentally importantsteps have been taken since theconference June 13 in Minneapolis, 
•when, the program was formallylaunched. At that conference rep-resentatives of the president's com-mittee asked the National Associa-tion of Community Chests andCouncils to assume responsibihtyfor the program, and the associa-tion accepted.Immediately upon their return toNew York, members of the associa-tion's staff, headed by Allen T.Bums, executive director, began apreliminary inquiry designed to re-veal local welfare and relief needs,and public and private resources formeeting: them, in the country's 376cities of 25,000 or more population.!Questionnaires were sent to thesecities, to be followed later l>y othermethods of fact-finding. In 244 ofthese cities the questionnaire hasbeen sent to community chests; inthe remaining- 132 it has been ad-dressed to other welfare organiza-tions qualified TO furnish local m-formation.Organized In Ten Regions.Mr. Burns and his associatesdivided the country into ten geo-graphical regions, each to be servedby an experienced organization ex-ecutive who will be expected to re-port on the extent of relief andwelfare needs of the communitiesin his territory and to determinethe adequacy oi local relief andwelfare resources. These regionalexecutives also will offer the com-bined help of the national associa-tion and the president's committeein organizing local fund-raisingcampaigns, to be held simultaneous-Iv in the fall, and in stimulatingthe appropriation cf publics-moneys.Commenting upon the importanceof these two steps. Mr. Burns said:"This procedure has been dictatedby the obvious necessity of know-ing exactlv what we are about be- 
fore deciding upon plans for se-curing funds. "With accurate in-formation frc!-m these 376 com-munities before us, we shall be ableto determine exactly the sumsneeded, both from private and pub-lic sources, and to lay our fund-raising plans accordincly. Anyattempt at this time to arrive at atotal amount needed would there-fore, be premature."This movement is not a nationalcampaign^with a national goal, inwhich local resources are to bepooled. On the contrary, there areto be 376 individual funds, based 


upon local requirements as revealedby individual community surveys.We must take into considerationnot only funds raised by privatesubscription, but those which maybe made available through publicappropriation.Funds For Other Purposes.Moreover, we must take into ac-count not only lehef funds, butthose needed for general welfarework such as public health, recrea-tion and supplementary education.While the 376 local funds are to be 
raised simultaneously, with theadded stimulus and fervor generatedby united action, and with the en-couragement and assistance of thenational government, these fundswill not only be raised locally, butwill be administered and distributedlocally. For these reasons no com-prehensive figure or estimated goalhas been set—nor can it be untilthe results of the local surveys havebeen received and analyzed."The third step accomplished sincethe launching of the program has 
been the securing of the active co-operation of the American Associa-tion of Public Welfare Officials.This organization, composed of city, 
county and state welfare officersthroughout the country, has formal-ly approved the plan, and is sconto appoint a committee to cooperatewith the association in determiningto what extent public moneys willbe needed to supplement fundsraised through private subscrip-tions.The' fourth step accomplished isthe assignment of field executivesto three cf the ten regions intowhich the country has been divided.In assigning executives to t,he ten

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flecting upon any T»CT or creed.AVIATION'S GREATESTTRIUMPH. .Aviation, which has stirred the imagination of peo- 
ple more than any other scientific development of'the 
present century, crowned two new kings Wednesday 
in the golden sunshine of early evening.Wiley Post and Harold Gatty won their race 
against time by a substantial margin in completing 
a dash of 15,474 miles around the globe in 8 days, 
15 hours and 51 minutes—only 60 hours longer than 
it takes the fleetest ocean liner to cross the Atlantic. 
They were actually in the air only 4 days, 10 hours 
and 8 minutes attaining the remarkable average 
speed while flying of 145.8 miles per hour."We had a fine time and that is all there is to it," 
Post said when he wearily pulled himself from the 
plane at Roosevelt field Wednesday night. But that 
is not all there is to it. Only a tired man, too ex- 
hausted to do anything but mechanically respond to 
his duties, would dismiss such a glorious achievement 
with such laconic words. Post and Gatty have con- 
tributed the most amazing feat since the Wright 
brothers demonstrated in their crude machine ifc was 
possible for man to skim through the air.If there had been any question heretofore to be 
settled between the dirigible and the airplane, they 
decided the issue. They made the flight of the giant 
Zeppelin, magnificent as it was, fall into the "piker" 
class. There is as much difference between it and the 
exploit of Post and Gatty as there is between the 
traditional slow freight in Arkansas and the Twen- 
tieth Century Limited. The dirigible commanded a 
following on the strength of safety. Yet the fact re- 
mains that in the Atlantic crossing, in the jaunt 
across desolate sections of Sibera, and particularly in 
the North Pacific hop, Post and Gatty outrode storms 
and conquered nasty flying weather which would 
have aroused fears for the safety of the Graf Zep- 
pelin. They did it so easily, so confidently and so 
surely that the imposing perils and hazards which 
they faced are little appreciated.• * *It was beyond question the most superb exhibition 
of flying in the history of aviation. One man was at 
the controls throughout the entire trip of 15,000 
miles; the other computed the compass. Their work 
was co-ordinated to a degree possible only when two 
masters collaborate to attain perfection. And that 
was exactly the result. They started out on sched- 
ule and they reached their destination within their 
calculations. They were never off their route; they 
never lost an hour's time. They were sailing onward 
always with the swiftness,'the sureness and the 
smoothness of an eagle.Ponder over the record. . 
Counting elapsed time, they averaged 1,800 miles 
a day for eight consecutive days.Counting only actual flying time they averaged 
nearly 4,000 miles a day, for four days. 
They could have made the trip from New York to 
Paris five times in the time they required in circling 
the globe. They could have crossed the United 
States every day for a week.What Mr. Post and Mr. Gatty did was to wipe out 
distance. Far-flung Siberia is only a matter of 72 
hours from America now. Kipling said "East is East 
and West is West and never the twain shall meet" 
but two young Americans in a hurry demonstrated 
he was wrong. They brought them to each other's 
elbows, in the most neighborly relationship. As a re- 
sult of their flight, Moscow becomes a suburb of New 
York and Tokyo bids fair to become a little jerkwater 
town up the line. There is the shining reminder in 
this flight that since Lindbergh made his Trans-At- 
lantic journey engineering genius has added 36 miles 
an hour average to the speed of airplanes traveling 
long distances.Back home again, with the acclaim of their coun- 
trymen ringing in their ears. Messrs. Post and Gatty 
may smile at the dangers which they braved. It all 
happened so swiftly and so devoid of untold incident 
that it Is reflected in a prosaic light.Forgotten is the fact these two Americans were 
among strange peoples, whose language they did not 
speak. They could only make themselves known and 
their wants understood by signs. Wiped out is the 
memory of sharp mountain peaks, rising up out of 
the fogs and the rain to lure a fragile man-made 
bird and its two riders to their death. The boiling 
seas, with their rushing water: the tumbling cloud 
banks in their awful majesty: the desolate terrain of 
mighty Siberia, large sections of which man has nev- 
er tracked on foot; the rushinc winds and the sting- 
ins cold—all of this a'nd more loo can now be dis- 
carded because the weary travelers have drawn safely 
Into port.They would not recognize dcfeit. They would 
not acknowledge achinc muscles and benumbed 
brains. On they rode, more swiftly than Jhc winds 
at ihcir backs, through sun-Hooded skies and rriehts 
bathed by a golden moon and twinkline stars. They 
were two knights of the new. not of Ihc old world 
Ruidinc the flight of a new charter so tireless and so 
Heet that Eternity must chance its measuring stand- 
ards. All hail the winced Knichts! 


the divorce question, It should be recognized the,t the 
situation there Is partly the result of unreasonable 
statutes in other states. The laws governing divorce 
in many states aro still unsultcd to present social 
conditions and either prevent divorce in cases where 
it might be desirable or cause the individuals involved 
to perjure themselves in order to get the separation. 
The "liberalism" of Nevada, however, is dictated by 
the cupidity of lawyers and others connected with the 
divorce business. The laws do not protect those In- 
volved In divorce cases who most need it. The de- 
cree is purchased regairdless of the conditions and it 
is paid for at a stiff price usually. But it Is true 
that more liberal statutes in other states would give 
less excuse for the little merit there is in the "Ne- 
vada way.""OLD IRONSIDES."The United States Ship Constitution, "Old Iron- 
sides," is in commission again and during the next 
few months is to visit all of the Atlantic ports, so 
that all of the people may have opportunity of be- 
holding the vessel, the most famous and the best be- 
loved of any our navy ever owned. She has been re- 
conditioned and put in the best of repair and will 
slip out of her berth at Boston, where she has lain 
for so many years, the shrine of those who never 
failed to remember the smashing record she made in 
the war of 1812.It will be recalled that during that conflict the 
American land troops did little to bring glory or sat- 
isfaction to the nation until Jackson destroyed the 
British at New Orleans two weeks after the treaty 
of peace had been signed; but on the water we had 
been tremendously successful. And of all the vic- 
tories won none was more impressive than that of the 
Constitution over the Guerriere off the coast of Nova 
Scotia on August 18, 1812. The Constitution had 55 
guns and 468 men, while her opponent had 49 guns 
and 263 men. The American commander was Capt. 
Isaac Hull and the British Capt. James Richard 
Dacres.The battle lasted just forty minutes, when the 
Guerriere was dismasted and practically wrecked. She 
surrendered and two days later was blown up. The 
American loss was seven killed and fourteen wound- 
ed and that of the British was 15 killed. 78 wounded 
and 170 prisoners. This victory fired the people of 
America with enthusiasm.The Constitution was launched in 1797 and her 
original cost was $302,719, which is insignificant in 
comparison with the cost of modern battleships. It 
has cost practically that amount to recondition her, 
the money being raised by popular subscriptions. The 
Constitution was condemned by the navy department 
in 1830 and ordered sold or broken up and her tim- 
Ders disposed of. It was then that Oliver Wendell 
Holmes wrote his famous noem, "Old Ironsides," 
which' aroused the entire nation and resulted in the 
old ship being preserved. The first stanza of the 
poem reads:Ay, tear her tattered ensign down!Long has it ,waved on high,And many an eye has danced to seeThat banner in the sky.Beneath it rang the battle shout,And burst the cannon's roar; -The meteor of the ocean airShall sweep the clouds no more.WHATS THE BIG IDEA? 
Some of the things that railroad managers do are 
surprisingly inconsistent. For instance, at the very 
;ime when the roads have submitted a request to the 
interstate commerce commission for a blanket in- 
crease of 15 per cent in freight rates, several western 
lines are asking permission to cut rates on sugar 
shipped from the Pacific coast to St. Louis, Chicago 
and Milwaukee.An examiner for the federal commission recom- 
mends that the application be disallowed. Evidently 
thinks there is no good reason to be slashing rates 
on a particular commodity while the carriers are 
seeking to raise their schedules in general.There is a "catch" in this proposal. What the roads 
asked for was that they be allowed to reduce their 
hauling charges on sugar from San Francisco to the 
interior cities mentioned, so as to meet tl.e compe- 
tition of water shipments around through the Pana- 
ma canal and up the Mississippi river or by way of 
the Great Lakes. Their application, however, con- 
tained a specific reservation that the lower rates 
should not apply to intermediate territory.In other words, they were to have the right to con- 
sign sugar cargoes to points on or east of the Mis- 
sissippi river at cut rates, while continuing to charge 
the same old rates on shipments to Nebraska, Kan- 
sas, Colorado, or other states of this section. Thus 
consumers in territory west of the Mississippi would 
have to pay higher transportation charges than those 
500 to 1,000 miles further east, in spite of the addi- 
tional railroad haul required to reach the latter. • 
Cost of service apparently was not considered by 
the railroads in making their request to the inter- 
state commerce commission. All they had in mind 
was getting some of the freight business that now 
moves by water. Even though this business might 
not be remunerative at the rates proposed, they 
wanted it. anyway.Manifestly, if they could afford to haul sugar from 
the Pacific coast to Chicago for less money than they 
are now getting, there is no good reason why they 
should not do the same for Nebraska, which is inter- 
mediate territory. It would be the rankest kind of 
injustice to collect a higher rate for transporting the 
sugar to Lincoln than to carry it hundreds of miles 
further and lay it down in Chicago on a lower tariff. 
The scheme would also be very injurious to the 
beet sugar industry of Nebraska and neighboring 
states, which is already operating under severe handi- 
caps. Chicago and St. Louis are two of the natural 
markets for beet sugar produced in this region. Why 
on earth should sugar from cane grown in Hawaii or 
the Philippines, brought to San Francisco and re- 
fined there, be given a preferential rate advantage 
over the output of our own farms and factories? 
The rail carriers should be in better business than 
trying to arrange their freight tariffs on such an 
inequitable basis.

A SIGNAL VICTORY.Refusal of a federal district court in Illinois to 
grant railroads an injunction which would have pre- 
vented the interstate commerce commission from 
compelling the carriers to establish the lower freight 
rates on middlewestcm grain is a signal victory for 
Nebraska's farmers.The reduced grain rates, it has been estimated. 
would save shippers from this state about two million 
dollars in freight rates annually. While it is loo 
much to hope that all of this difference would go into 
the farmers" pockets, it is self-evident that it cannot 
help but be a substantial contribution to the eco- 
nomic marketing of grain.It has been a lone fight, this effort to secure more 
equitable grain rates. The battle may not be over 
yet as the carriers still have the right to appeal to 
higher federal courts. But as in each earlier stage 
of the flehi. those working for more Reasonable grain 
rates have again come off victorious.The battle for the reduced grain rates has become 
even more important than before as a result of the 
recent railroad move for a 15 per cent increase in all 
ra cs. If the reduced grain rates are approved, the 
proposed increase ~ould be made from them instead 
of from the present high rat«s. Nebraska is to con- 
tend that rates in this area are already out of line 
and that increases should be limited to eastern traf- 
fic. The grain rate case would give some hope of a 
favorable altitude in attempting to establish such a 
position. ->

People's For urnThe Business Slump.Crab Orchard, Neb., July 2.To the editor of The Lincoln Star:The cause of the slump and whatcan be done about it is the prob-lem of the hour.There are at least three out-standing propositions that must bebrought about before this nationcan regain her balance, then pros-perity will follow:First a one hundred cent dollarfor all occupations, the farming in-dustry and labor; second, foreignmarkets in volume; third, equaliza-tion of taxes.For nearly ten years agriculturaland common labor and perhapssome other lines of business havebeen trying to operate and do busi-ness on a sixty-seven cent dollaror thereabouts. This condition wasbrought about largely by denial ofeffective tariffs on surplus agricul-tural products as provided for inthe old McNary-Haughen bill, andloss of foreign markets to a largeextent by increasing tariffs and fail-ure to cooperate in a whole heartedway, and increasing taxation.It is self evident that there canbe no return to normal prosperity,until the value of the dollar of ag- 
ricultural and common labor hasbeen raised to one hundred cents,along with the distributor's dollar.Second, a lower tariff, to a levelthat we may regain our foreignmarkets in volume. Since the warour tariff has been raised twice taheights never dreamed of by ourfathers and grandfathers. Thirdan adjustment of taxes from landto incomes is a step in the rightdirection.Laying all our troubles on anancient war of thirteen years agos nothing more or less than a cloasto cover up our own stupidity anderrors in. judgment. Thirteen yearsafter the war we are in the midstof a depression in many respectsworse than the slump from 1892 to96. Our own Nebraska legislaturewages a mighty battle to retain wartime a«d larger than war-time tax-ation, rejoicing in their successfulefforts to raise the governor's bud-jet. cheese is not a 
difficult 
f o o d 


lor most peo- 
ple to digest. In 
fact, being so 
highly concen- 
trated, and, like 
milk, an almost 
perfect food, it 
is readily util- 
ized by t h e 
body. Its high food value, desir- 
able flavor, easy assimilation and 
economy make it an ideal food- 


Cheese is most popular, perhaps, 


as a substitute or an alternative for 
meat. Remember when estimating 
its quantity in recipes, a pound of 
cheese is the 
equivalent in food 


value of two pounds of meat. In- 
vestigation has proved that cheese 
contains 
greater nutriment with 
less waste than any other protein, 
and it is this last clas of food that 
is the body builder and repairer, 
you know. 


Macaroni and cheese is one of llhe 


best main dishes utilizing cheese 
instead of meat. With eggs becom- 
ing cheaper daily, very economical 
egg and cheese dishes may be pre- 
pared, such as cheese fondu and 
omelets. These make ideal lunch- 
eon dishes, and occasionally put in 
an appearance at dinner time. 


Then 
as the 
weather 
grows 


warmer 
and certain meats are 


found to be too heavy for as fre- 
quent consumption as in winter 
time, 
cheese disnes 
supply 
the 


needed ' nutriment. 
One of the 


most appetizing cheese dishes in my 
collection of recipes is this one for 
It is economical to buy the grated 


cheese for sauces and au gratm 
dishes, although many prefer to buy 
the bulk cheese and grate it or slice 
it or dice it at home as needed for 
various recipes. 
Remember, it is 


unnecessary ever to waste cheese, 
for even tiny bit of it may be grat- 
ed and used up in cooling. A little 
Roquefort gives a. good flavor to 
salad diressing, while cream cheese 
which has dried up may be moist- 
ened with a little cream and used 
with pickles, nuts, olives or pimen- 
tos to make a luncheon sandwich. 


The question of stonng cheese is 
an important point, for it is more 
economical to buv cheese by the 
pound than in smaler quantities. 
Then we can use it as we need it, 
for it will keep nicely if stored in 
' a cool, dry place no warmer than 
56 degrees Fahrenheit. Between 45 


and 50 degrees is the preferred tem- 
perature, and cheese may be kept 
moist by wrapping it in 
buttered 


parchment 
paper. Swiss 
cheese, 


however, should be wrapped in a 
brine-soaked cloth. 
A place sub- 


ject to changes of temperature is 
not good for any kind of cheese.

vides his life in 
two portions — 
town and coun- 
try living.

the "bosco," a little wood in back

Food is most important to Ital- 
ian families. Breakfast comes 
around seven or even earlier in the 
morning and is a very simple meal 
. a cup of coffee or milk-, bread 


and butter, i Dually served in bed. 
Luncheon is much more elaborate 
than in England. There -will bg a 
dish of eggs and some macaroni; 
then meat which is stewed, roasted 
or boiled. When boiled it is called 
"lasso", indicating a special Italian 
cookery which when carefully pre- 
pared is delicious. Sometimes there 
is "fritto misto"—a mixture of iried 
vegetables, bits of chicken or sweet- 
breads; then a dish of vegetables, 
cooked in true Italian lashion. 
Cheese and fruit form the general 
dessert; puddings and sweet, rich 
desserts are served rarely; Italians 
do not care for them. Wine (us- 
ually red wine) aopears throughout 
the meal. Then after this hearty 
luncheon there is a period of rest 
before activities of any kind are re- 
sumed. 


In true Italian homes no after- 


noon tea is served: when the liquor 
is observed at all, the refreshments 
usually consist of sweet wine 
and 


Discuits. The dinner hour vanes 
from five to seven and is a meal 
not unlike that of the English,- so 
far as arrangement and the order 
of courses are concerned. The cook- 
ing of course, is very different. In 
most homes the vegetables are 
cooked with oil; considerable garlic 
is used in the preparation of dishes", 
and wine, I must say, is the most 
.ypical feature of the Italian dinner. 
Everyone drinks it ... 
even the 


children are permitted a small gJass 
diluted with much water. 


Dinner in the country for the 


mest is particularly trying, for both 
host and hostess are so hospitable;

Sooner Runner Schemes 


Show His Heels To 


Putnam of Ames. 


NORMAN, Okla July 2—(Special) 


Glen Dawson, great Sooner distance 
runner from Skiatook, has been 
training daily at the S. M. U. stad- 
ium at Dallas, Tex., where he is em- 
ployed this summer, and will com- 
pete with the Sooner squad at the 
national A. A. U. meet at Lincoln, 
Neb., July 3 and 4. He will enter the 
mile run in both the junior and 
senior divisions. The Sooner party 
pulled away from Norman late Wed- 
nesday, traveling bv automobile and 
plans to arrive in Lincoln Thursday 
afternoon. 


The big' Skiatoofc 'boy's' last 'com- 
petition was at Chicago June 6, 
when he finished two strides,ba 
of Putnam of Iowa State and Hill 
of Oregon in the mile run. Hill holds 
the national intercollegiate record of 
4:12.4. Putnam did 4:18 at Chicago. 


First Defeat by Putnam. 


Dawson's defeat at Chicago was 


one of the surprises of the season, 
in that his conqueror was Putnam, 
whom the Sooner captain had deci- 
sively beaten over the one-mile route 
twice this past season and twice 
during the season of 1929-'30. Never 
before had Dawson lost a mile race 
to the Cyclone star. 
Few sports writers who saw the 


mile race at Chicago on that raw 
afternoon of June 6 were cognizant 
of the difficulties Dawson faced.

Striding Favored In

NEW YORK, July 2—Unless there is a last-minute 


change in the odds, Max Schmeling will be the under dog in 
the betting when he makes the first defense of his heavy 
weight title against Willie Stribling in Cleveland Friday 
night. 


For the first time in nearly a quarter of a century, a 


heavyweight champion will be the long shot in the betting. 
Not since Tommy Burns went to the post on the short end 
against Jack Johnson at Sydney, Australia, in 1908, has a 
similar situation prevailed. 


Max's Backers Ask Odds. 


At one local commission house 
today, Stribling was a six to five 
favorite to win the title, with 
Schmeling's supporters asking odds 
of seven to five. 
The only large bet reported was 


made earlier in the week, when a 
group of Germans in Berlin posted 
$10,000 on their countryman with 
a brokerage house here. They got 
only even money, whereas today 
they could ask odds and get them. 
Another well-known betting com- 


missioner here has handled only 
one commission on the fight to date, 
with Strbiling a slight favorite. The 
betting has been lighter than on 
any similar event in history. 


Pick StribUng; to Win. 


Tight followers here believe Strib- 
ling will win the decision if the 
bout goes the limit of 15 rounds, 
but are not saying it with cash be- 
cause 
of 
Schmellng's 
admitted 
chance to register a knockout. It 
was in New York that the German 
made his best fights, knocking out 
Johnny Rlsko and cutting Paulino 
to ribbons. 
In addition to the well-known fi- 
nancial depression, the uncertainty 
over Schmeling's condition has been 
an important factor in the lack 
of betting. It is feared that the Ger- 
man, 
idle for two years, with the 


exception of the four-round fiasco 
with Jack Sharkey which gained 
him the title en a foul, will be 
ring-rusty. 


Gotham Little Interested. 


Few New Yorkers will go to 


Cleveland to see the fight. The 
Madison Square Garden corporation 
has chartered four Pullman cars, 
which will leave here shortly be- 
fore midnight tonight. The rem- 
nants of the "Six Hundred Mil- 
lionaires" will occupy three cars. 
In the fourth will be six of the 
Garden's fighters, their managers 
and Garden employes.
